Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by JP 
2002-260226. 

The independent claims merely read on delaying the starting time period and the ending 
time period of a recording pulse signal when recording marks on a disk. The disk is a 
well-established phase change. The reference shows an optical disk recording 
apparatus wherein the starting and ending edge of the recording pulse is delayed by a 
predetermined amount as shown in fig 3. 

With respect to the limitation of claim 2 see fig 3 elements tp and ep during the 4T mark 
recording. 

With respect to the limitations of claims 4-6. The claims read on corresponding the 
delay period with the linear velocity of the disk. The reference as stated in the abstract 
discloses the use of multi speed recording and the manipulation of the starting and 
ending edge pulses accordingly. 

With respect to the limitations of claims 7-9. The claims merely read on an erasing 
power being more than the recording power. Such limitation is well established in the 
art. 
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With respect to the limitations of claims 10-18. The claims "linear velocity" correspond to 
the CAV disk being changeable as the beam is moved from the inner to outer peripheral 
of the disk. 1
